The seating accommodations are 
ample, for a maximum of seven pas- 
sengers and the car is akso designed to 
be practical, and entiarely suitable for 
a five passenger car alone. The two 
removable and aJjustable seats provid- 
ed in the tonneau. are hnished to 
match the other upholstery. The up- 
holstering is of the highest quality of 
hand-bjfTad leather, luxuriously tufted 
and stuffed with genuine pulled and 
curled hair. The finish throughout is 
the Inter state quality, which means 
the very best. 

The power plant of the Model 35 is 
of a new design. In the larger and 
more powerful ,*iotor of ;Model £86 we 
have produced a well-balanced and 
symmetrical design by arranging thp 
inlet and exhaust valves on oppesit j 
sides. The bearings in the new Model 
35 motor are worthy of special men- 
tion. The main crank bearing is 2 in 
diameter and 4J» in length. ..which are 
very liberai proportions. 

Mechanical description of Model B 
Inter-State: Motor— The motor of 
Model, 35 Inter-State is of the T-head 
type with valves on opposite sides and 
develops fifty horsepower at normal 
speed of 1200 revolutions per minute 
the motor has a bore of 4? and stroke 
of 5h. This form of motor construc- 
tion gives fine accessibility to the 
valves when it is necessary, 
valves can be easily rotated by 
from above.
